University Extension and Women. 


University extension, which has b 


come so general and so marked a featui 
of higher education, is of peculiar vahu 
:o women, as it bring* to them the ad 
vantages of the college training whicl 
they have neither time nor means to see!, 
outside their homes. The average fatho, 
educates his son at the expense of hi 
daughter's learning, and not infrequent 
ly the daughter contributes toward the 
general fund for the brother's educatioi 
from her own small earnings. The uin, 
of the university extension movement 
which was introduced into America fi-on. 
England less than two years ago, is K 
bring regular systematic college wori. 
nnder specially qualified instructors 
within the roach of people of small mean 
and living even at great distances from 
college centers. 


The methods employed include estab- 


lishing centers iu towns containing h 
braries for reference, suitable meeting 
places and local organizations for attend 
,vnce. In the establishment of such cen 
turn women are taking the initiative ii 
organization and compose more thai 
half the students. The two centers ti 
the west, one at Indianapolis and the 
other in Chicago, have been established 
by Mrs. Mary Wright Sewell, MissStahr 
and Miss Adams. Mrs. S. L. Oberholtee, 
was instrumental in establishing one of 
the first centers in America at Morris 
town, and Mrs. Head at (Jermantowi) 
tenter and Misa Leonard, of West Phila- 
delphia, have been untiring in their ef- 
i'orts for the success of tho work.
